Problems

The outline of a huge government dossier 
on questionable dealings by Commonwealth 
Trust and.associated companies was revealed 
in a yard-high stack of documents tabled by 
Premier Bennett and Attorney-General Peter- 
lson in the Legislature Monday. 


The dossier—which by no means emptied govern- 
ment filing cabinets of material relevant to Common-| 
|wealth affairs—showed that there were grounds for 
suspicion that the companies’ affairs were not in order 
as far back as 1963. 

A number of documents (see Page 29) indicated 
that senior mertibers of the government were aware, or 
should have been aware, of the situation. 


The company opened its doors to the public in 1962 as the 
lfirst trust company chartcred by the Social-Credit government, 
|which stated it hoped to make Vancouver a financial centre rival- 
ling Toronte’s Bay Street. 


| 
Within one year, it was under heavy criticism by government 
inspector-auditor E. Alan Porter. 
Within two years, it was being investigated by two depart- | 
| 
ments to the government. The RCMP were called in for the first} 
ofsseveral investigations into possible fraud and criminal activity. | 
Within three years, the chief ‘watchdog’ inspector C. A. | 
Perry personaly warned Premicr Bennett in a special report | 
before quitting the B.C, government that he was “deeply con-| 
cerned about the operations of Commonwealth Trust Company." | 


Series of Investigations 


Within four years, Commonwealth Trust had been the subject 

of a series of intensive investigatibns for special reports to Pre- 
mier Bennett and then-attorney-general Robert Bonner jointly, | 
with a constant stream of requests by section heads for more 
staff to keep up with the overload of work. 
That takes the story to 1967 when the federal government's | 
Canada Depésit Insurance Corporation” entered. the picture and 
uiliplying;routine and special provincialceports took-on a hope- 
less toneas°it appeared the situation had gone out of control.

A provincial government 
trust inspector who- alleged the 
provincial government 
“whitewashed” Common- 
wealth Trust Co. six years 
ago indicated Monday night 
he is standing firm on_ his 
statements. 

“The letter states my case. 
I have nothing to add or 
detract from it,”: E. Alan 
Porter said in an interview in 
his Victoria apartment, 


Porter, one of four govern- 
ment inspectors detailed to 
oversee the operation of the 
trust company, said he 
warned ‘the government .in 
1963 that there was some- 
thing wrong with the com- 
pany's financial affairs. 

He said in a letter to the 


Victoria Times Friday that 
the government’s only re- 
sponse was to launch “a 


whitewash, window - dressing 
type of investigation.” 
The letter brought new 


demands for. government ex- 
planation of its handling of 
the Commonwealth affair. 


Porter said he wrote the 
letter “in good*- faith and 
sincerity.” 

‘In due time there will be 
answers provided,” he said, 
“Right now I can't say 
anything more. 

“Tf I am called on officially 
to give answers and if: it is 
mandatory to do so, I will be 
glad to provide them. 

“T'm available if they want 
to pursue this any further. 
I've stated my case. Now I'll 
just await developments.” 

Porter said he had been 
away to Vancouver over the 
weekend but had read the 
reaction to his letter. 

“T wrote the letter in.good 
faithand it seemed to have 
got. sorte good reaction in 
some quarters,’ he said. 


Porter, who. is due to retire 
tomorrow, said in his letter he 
decided to break his ‘‘self- 
imposed silence’’ on the-Com- 
monwealth affair; because of 
mounting censure of himself 
and the three fellow inspec- 
tors responsible, for watching 
the company's operations.

VANCOUVER SURVEY OF

_Reassuring Fizzle 


While still there is no pretence here of 
really knowing what is going on in 
Moscow, and while Communist failure to 
back up Berlin threats could have been 
influenced by the simultaneous outbreak 
of new difficulties with China, the 
fizzling of the Berlin crisis it taken to be 
reassuring. 

It leaves the Nixon viewpoint 
predominant: that Moscow is interested 
enough in reaching agreement with the 
U.S. on certain key issues like arms 
control not to risk the possibility of 
reaching such agreement by provoking a 
confrontation over other issues. 

Mr. Nixon specifically pointed out to 
Mr. Dobrynin that major harassment of 
West Berlin ‘could. jeopardize the 
progress that we see possible in other 


areas.”’ And it was his sense. from Mr. 
Dobrynin ‘‘that the Soviet Union did not 
want the West Berlin situation to become 
a. cause — or even a pretext — for any 
move that would be.retrogression insofar 
as our bilateral relations are concerned,” 
They would stop short of jeopardizing 
“what they consider to be more 
important negotiations at the highest 
level with the United States’ — 
negotiations which “‘in effect, are in the 
wings.” 

The Soviets did stop well short of the 
danger point, and Mr. Nixon's interpre- 
tation of Soviet self-interest now is the 
basis of immediate U.S. policymaking on 
bilateral matters. But no quick break- 
throughs are expected. Careful, step-by- 
step, planning is the order of the day as 
the serene and unhurried approach of 
the new president seeps through the 
administration. .Mr. Nixon attempts 
never to raise premature hopes of 
discussions on strategic missile limita- 
tions, a major bilateral issue. He was 
deliberately guarded on Tuesday: ‘This 
is a possibility for the-future.”’ 


Cautious Approach 


There is considerable political pres- 
sure for the U.S. to rush into such talks. 
But Mr. Nixon prefers to concentrate on 
creation of a situation in which their 
success could be assured: failure of a 
highly publicized summit conference on 
arms limitation could ‘mean a permanent 
arms race beyond the foreseeable future. 

“Creation of favorable conditions’’ for 
concrete achievements could well be 
adopted as a motto here. It is more 
understandable than the term “linkage,” 
which has been officially used but 
tenuously defined in describing the

administration’s concept of associating 
U.S.-Soviet progress in some ‘fields with 
progress in other fields. 

Mr, Nixon acknowledged that the 
concept had suffered from the.simplistic 
interpretations ‘‘that you do this or we 
won't talk,’’ But evidence of Soviet 
willingness to tackle dangerous world 
politica] issues would improve conditions 
for settlement of bilateral issues. As Mr. 
Nixon said, even if arms were frozen at 
their present-level political issues could 
explode into war. 

So the atmosphere of U.S. Soviet 
relations is to be taken as a whole even 
while specific issues are being con- 
sidered, 


Middle East Indicator 


Soviet behavior on the Middle East 
issue will be an early indicator. Highly 
private talks between U.S.’ and Soviet 
officials are under way at'the United: 
Nations. The administration-is looking to 
see whether these eventually lead — 
either bilaterally or through a wider Big 
Four understanding—to co-operation in 
avoiding a Middle East confrontation, 
This would mean not allowing Soviet 


support of the Arabs to go so far as to 1 


let the Arabs get out of hand in their use 
of Soviet-supplied arms. 

The next desired step would be a big 
power agreement to guarantee any 
settlement reached by the Middle East 
combatants. A settlement appears im- 
possible enough as it is: Without big- 
power backing it will be utterly 
impossible. 

Progress in the Middle East is one 
example of what the U.S. wants to see: 
Soviet recognition of the fact that world 
affairs do not move in isolation,

— the so called depressed areas of 
Quebec and the Maritimes. 

For the better part of a decade the 
Canadian oil market has been ‘“‘rational- 
ized’’ by some loose-reined regulation by 
the National Energy Board. Everything 
west of Ottawa has been made into a 
market preserve for products made from 
Canadian crude oil, Ottawa east is 
served by imported products and pro- 
ducts made from imported crude in the 
Quebec pro vince and Maritimes 
refineries, : 

Unhappily for all concerned, things 
keep coming unstuck, Eastern refinery 
capacity has about balanced the eastern 
products market. However large vol- 
umes of cut rates products have been 
imported from the Caribbean from time 
to. time. Last. summer a Montreal 
refinery shipped large quantities of its 
refined products into Ontario, where it is 
trying to build up its business. 

This set off “a protest from both 
Ontario refiners and western producers 
and the trade was halted. The National 
Energy Board has a potent threat it can 
wave around. It has power to place 
crude oil imports under licence. So far 
waving that threat has been enough to 
keep things from getting out of hand, 


Designated Area Funds 


But along came Ottawa and its plan 
to reseue backward economic areas with 
subsidized industry. The oil refineries 
discovered there were millions in subsi- 
dies available for refinery construction in 
the designated areas. The line formed on 
the right, and: now refineries are being 
Promoted all over — in Newfoundland, in 
New Brunswick, in Nova Scotia and 
Quebec, 

The ultimate result could be expan- 
sion of eastern refining capacity from 
500,000 barrels a day to 900,000 barrels a 
day. And there will be ‘an -eastern 
Canadian market for barely half the 
expanded. capacity. 

This over-suppy problem threatens to 
become further complicated by the 
construction of a 300,000. barrel refinery 
zone at 
Machias Bay in the.State of Maine. 

Meanwhile, back at the Alberta well- 


heads, the question of where all this 
excess refinery outflow will go is being 
answered — “in Ontario, where else?’” It 
can't go into the United States because 
of the U.S. oil import control system, «« 
There is no export market available - 
anywhere else for it because of the way: 
in which world oil markets are served by 
the international oil companies with their 
own production, The new products can 
only go to Ontario. And that, by National 
Oil Policy is a markct that’ belongs to 
Canadian oil. . 

There is, of course, a huge market 
that Canadian crude oil could serve in 
the Chicago-Detroit area, But the U.S, 
government. keeps . a wary eye on’ 
Canadian exports and has forced our’° 
National Energy Board to restrict Ca- 
nadian movement into that area. 


Alaska Threat 


This area, however, will soon be 
threatened by the inflow of huge crude 
oil production from Alaska. Alberta is 
already reconciled to the loss of its once: 
lush 150,000 barrels a day market in the 
Puget Sound, So even without the Quebee 
and eastern refinery expansion, Alberta” 
had enough to. worry about, 2 

One of its worries, indeed, has been 
that crude oil discoveries have been. 
lagging behind expectations . both in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

But. the real problém~ has been 
markets. Alberta could . double - its= 
production overnight from its existing 
wells if it did not have to shut them in” 
for lack of markets. The eastern 
development threatens an ad infinitum 
extension of shut-in production; It also 
will probably prevent any further 
development of the Athabaska tar sands, 
A big $200 million tar sand deal is only: 
waiting government approval to ~get 
started. And as this is a big. manpower™ 
project, the government is eager to get’ 
on with it. But to approve of it in face of 
the clouds on the market horizon could- 
be disastrous. Bs 

So a huge project is being frustrated 
because “Ottawa is using our money to. 
subsidize construction of refineries that 
will destroy our markets.”’ *

China Moving Them Down 


HONG KONG — The 
Communist Chinese gov- 
ernment is currently 
moving vast numbers of 
urban dwellers to China’s 
rural and remote border 
regions in one of the most 
massive compulsory mi- 
grations in history. 


Judging from official ac- 
counts, specialists hete esti- 
mate that some 20 million 
people have already been 
shifted out of cities since the 
Hsia Fang, or “down -to the 
countryside,” campaign wags 
aecelerated two months ago. 


In the course of the cam- 
paign, reports from China 
indicate, the Communist 
authorities plan to reduce the 
population in cities like 
Shanghai and Canton by one- 
third or more. Shanghai, 
China's largest metropolis, 
has about. 10 million people. 


Among the forced migrants 
are university and secondary 
school students as well as 
teachers, doctors, nurses, fac- 
tory workers, government 
employees, communist party 
officials and unemployed 
youths, clogging the cities at 
present, 


Work on. Projects 


Many have been resettled in 
villages close to population 
centres; while others have 
gone to frontier provinces 
such as Inner Mongolia and 
Sinkiang to work on large- 
seale construction projects. 

While the communists have 
initiated’ similar drives to 
move urbanites to rural re- 
gions over the past 20 years, 
the present movement was 
given a fresh impulse in 
December when Chinese party 
leader Mao Tse-tung issued a 
new disgctive calling for a 
major ¢: from the cities. 

Mao’s order was another 
effort to eradicate what the 
communists call the “three 
disparities” that have tradi- 


tionally _ separated workers 
and peasants, mental and 
manual laborers and the 


urban and rural sectors. 
This effort fits Mao’s theory 
that China. cannot progress

Veteran Flyer Dies Day After Collapsing at Wheel 


One of Victoria’s most 
ardent flyers diéd ~- Monday 
morning in, Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. 


Joseph R. Howroyd, 1641 
Mortimer, collapsed Sunday 
evening at the wheel of his 
car on the way home from the 
Butler-Howroyd Airstrip off 
Keating Cross Road which he 
operated and co-owned with 
Butler. Brothers. 


Howroyd had spent the day 
at his desk and helping his 
son John rebuild a home-made 
aircraft, built in Victoria in 
1931. Mr. Howroyd had helped 


to see him put down his small 
Luscombe and Cornell planes 
on a small strip between the 
flower beds. 

A charter member of the 
Victoria Flying Club and a 
director of Victoria Flying 
Services, Howroyd’s .e nt h u- 
siasm for flying was infec- 
tious. 

Partner Claude Butler said 
“No one could be around Joe 
for any length of time without 
learning to fly.” 

Howroyd’s wife, Iris, and 
his son, John, both hold 
pilot’s licences, 

He helped build the Butler-

The 52-year-old flying en- 
thusiast was a native son. His 
love affair with planes began 
in 1928, when as a young boy 
he knew every plane at the 
old Lansdowne airfield where 
Lansdowne junior high school 
now is located, 


Howroyd raised daffodils 
and. tulips on the fatnily farm 
on Mortimer, off Shelbourne, 
north of Mt. Tolmie, until the 
property ‘was subdivided in 
1959.

KNIT-AND CHAT 


By MAY E, MAC LEAN 


How to Avoid Holes 


Dear May: It must be a 
very longtime since you 
asked if anyone knew how to 
avoid holes at the instep. of 
handknit socks. I have been 
meaning to write ever since, 
but never did, 

Last night I read your 
column, then picked up my 
knitting, to turn the hee} in 
my husband's sock, and re- 
solved to write first thing in 
the morning. 

This tip was shown to me in 
1939 by a friend of my 
mother’s who was shown it by 
the British Red Cross in 
London in 1916—she was the 
wife of a Canadian Colonel. 
~ When you have made the 
heel flap and are ready to 
pick up the instep stitches, 
knit the last stitch of the front 
needle with the first stitch 
you pick up at the instep. At 
the other side of the instep, 
knit (or p.s.s.o. as the case 
may be) the last stitch picked 
up With the first stitch of the 
front needle. 

Decrease one stitch less for 
the instep, then return this 
stitch to the front needle (one 
at each end). If you -don't 
return it at once it's likely to 
be forgotten until the toe 
decrease is finished and you 
don’t come out even. I hope 
this is helpful—it really works 
and-is-so-easy.—Mrs. J. H., 
Burlington, Ontario, 


Dear Mrs. J.H.: Thank you 
for a very valuable tip, I am 
sure that all my other readers 
will find this very useful, 
Thank you for taking the time 
and trouble to write to me. If 
any other reader has a tip 
they would like to share, why 
not write to me at the address 
below. 


My own favorite tip to avoid 
a hole concerns pockets, Let’s 
say you work 12 stitches, then 
cast off 20 stitches for the 
pocket opening. I cast ‘off 19, 
and work the 20th stitch to- 
gether with the next stitch, 
as you proceed to the end of 
the row. It makes a neater 
pocket opening and eliminates 
the carry over of the loop of. 
the last cast-off stitch.

Mini-Pill on Trial, 
Results Encouraging 


LONDON—A safe oral con- 
traceptive ‘known in Britain 
as “‘the mini-p ill,” may. be on 
the market soon. Trials with 
this pill so far indicate that 
the risk of blood-clotting will 
be less than with other con- 
ventional types of the pill. 


The new - pill has been 
dubbed the ‘‘Mini-Pill” be- 
cause it contains only one 
hormone ‘a. progrestin — 
instead of the usual oestrogen- 
progrestin combination. 


Seventy-six women in the 
Manchester area responded to 
a public appeal for volunteers. 
After a three-month trial, 
women who had never taken 
an oral contraceptive before 
showed no rise in two im- 
portant blood clotting factors 
in the blood, With the con- 
ventional pill the level of 
these factors rises to about 
the same as that of a nine- 
month pregnant woman. 
Other studies show that a 
raised level of one of these 
factors is a constant finding in 
women with thrombosis. 

Women who had taken other 
oral contraceptives before and 
whose level of blood clotting 
factors was high at the 
beginning of the trial; showed 
a progressive decline towards 
normal levels by the end of 
the trial, 

Doctor Leon Poller of 
Withington Hospital," M an- 
chester, reported his findings 
in the British Medical Journal 


of March 1. He writes: 

“The results so far suggest 
that the thrombogenic con- 
stitutents of, conventional oral 
contraceptives: may have been 
eliininated by the use of 
progesterone alone.” But he 
warns that further investi- 
gation will be needed to make 
sure that “the new pill -is 
completely safe. 

An earlier study reported by 
Mr. Max Elstein, lecturer in 
obstetrics and gynaecology at 
Charing Cross-Medical.Schoel, 
London, confirms other sug- 
gestions that the. Mini-Pill. — 
known chemically as chlor- 
madinone acetate —'.acts by 
producing a local effect in the 
genital tract to prevent the 
penetration of sperm rather 
than by preventing ovulation 


as does the conventional pill.

—Granting to audience mem- 
bers credits toward attainment 
of a “particular educational 
level or degree;" 

—A requirement that audi-| 
ence members be examined or} 
tested on the material in the 
broadcasts. 

Any “educational program 
material” to be used on the 
ETV systern would be subject to 
similar definition and interpre- 
tation, the bill adds. 

It proposes creation of a Ca- 
nadian educational broadcasting 
agency. Its aims would be to fa- 
cilitate educational broadcast- 
ing and extend it to all areas of 
the country as the need arose 
and as funds are made avail- 
able. 


Provide Facilities 

The agency would provide and 
operate the facilities ‘‘on behalf 
of provincial authorities” desig- 
nated by each province.

Every official had to be 
elected and most people could 
carry guns, There were con- 
stant quarrels, lynching and 
shooting, and the creed of the 
day was “The only good 
Indian is a dead Indian.” 

The current U.S. - crime 
“problem is the aftermath of 
the old gun-toting system. 

Canada, om the other hand, 
wisely created the Royal 
North West Mounted Police to 
preserve law and order; and 
its members did an incredible 
job. The .story—of how they 
kept Sitting Bull and his 4,000 
Sioux in order for five years 
is only one example. 

Perhaps the only failure 
was. the Rebellion of 1885, and 
it might have been prevented 
if RNWMP ~ Superintendent 
Crozier’s advice had ‘been. 
followed more speedily. 

On March 11, 1885, he sent a 
telegran from Fort Carlton 
warning that the Metis, now 
led by Louis Riel and Gabriel 
Dumont, were greatly excited, 
and were expecting arms 
from the U.S. 

He urged the government to 
send him more men im- 
mediately, but Prime Minister 
Macdonald replied that the 
responsibility for keeping law 
and order rested with Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Dewdney.

Do muskrats hibernate? - 


Through most of the year, shy 
little muskrats may be spotted 
at work and play in and out of 
the water by marshy streams. 
Then winter freezes their ponds 
and creeks and withers their 
grassy. vegetation. The musk- 
rats disappear from the winter 
scenery, but the furry fellows 
do not spend the cold season in 
the deep, coma-like sleep of 
hibernation. 

The muskrat is a_ native 
rodent of the New World and 
the American Indians had a 
legend to explain him. They 
found the character of this 
overgrown field mouse some- 
what clownish. Once upon a 
time, they say, he did ‘a favor 
for —Nanabojou,——the.sun--god. 
And gods, of course, always 
return favors because they hate 
to feel obligated “to lesser 
beings. Nanabojou allowed his 
muskrat pal to live exactly 
where he chose, and the musk- 
rat chose a home in a lovely, 
deep blue lake, because he loved 
to swim. But he soon returned 
and asked to live instead in a 
grassy meadow where groceries 
were plentiful. This request was 
granted, but the muskrat: soon 
returned with another com- 
plaint. He had.-no place for 
swimming. 

The god lost patience because 
the muskrat could not make up 
his mind. He decreed that his 
furry friend should live in the 
marshes, like it or not. The 
muskrat liked it because had 
had water to swim in and 
grassy greenery to eat.

When winter 
withers his grasses and freezes 
his pond, he sits quietly at 
home, dining on the groceries 
used to build his house or to line 
his. burrow. There he stays 
comfortably hidden from the 
weather until the first breath of 
spring wakes up the scenery 
outdoors.

She feeds 
and teaches them the muskrat 
way of life and the little cuties 
learn ‘fast, In a month they are 
ready to cope with life on their 
own.

Problems

|. The outline of a huge government dossier| 
on questionable dealings by Commonwealth 
/Trust-and associated companies was. revealed | 
in a yard-high stack of documents tabled by'| 
‘Premier Bennett and Attorney-General Peter- 
son in the Legislature Monday. 


The dossier—which by no means emptied govern- 
iment filing cabinets of material relevant to Common- 
wealth affairs—showed that there were grounds for'| 
|suspicion that the companies’ affairs were not in order 
as far back as 1963. 


A number of documents (see Page 29) indicated 
that senior members of the government were aware, or 
should have been aware, of the situation.

“The letter states my case. 
I have nothing to add or 
detract from it,’’ E,. Allan 
Porter said in an interview in 
his Victoria apartment. 


Porter, one of four govern- 
ment. inspectors detailed to 
oversee the operation of the 
trust company, said he 
warned the —governmrent —in 
1963 that there was some- 
thing wrong with the com- 
pany's financial affairs, 

He Said ina letter to the 
Victoria Times Friday that 
the government's only _re- 
sponse was to launch “a 
whitewash, window - dressing 
type of investigation.” 

The letter brought new 
demands for government ex- 
planation of its handling of 
the Commonwealth affair. 


Porter said he wrote the 
letter “in good faith and 
sincerity.’ 

“In due time there will be 
answers provided,” he said. 
“Right now I can't say 
anything more. 

“Tf I am called on officially 
to give answers and if it is 
mandatory to, do so, I will be 
glad-to provide them. 

“T’m available if they want 
to pursue this any further. 
I've stated my case. Now I'll 
just await developments." 

Porter. said -he- had been 
away to Vancouver over the 
weekend but had read the 
reaction to his letter. 

“T wrote the letter in good 
faith and it seemed to have 
got some good reaction in 
some quarters,” he said. 


Porter, who is due to retire 
tomorrow, said in his letter he 
decided to break his “self- 
imposed silence’ on the Com- 
monwealth affair. because of 
mounting censure of himself 
and- fhe three fellow inspec- 
tors responsible for watching 
the ¢eompariy’s operations:

The 52-year-old flying en- 
thusiast was a native son. His 
love affair with planes began 
in 1928, when as a young boy 
he knew every plane at the 
old Lansdowne airfield where 
Lansdowne junior high school 
now is located. 

Howroyd raised daffodils 
and tulips on the family farm 
on Mortimer, off Shelbourne, 
north of Mt. ‘Tolmie, until the 
property was subdivided - in 
1959. 

It became a familiar sight 


on a small strip between the 
flower beds. 

A charter member of the 

Victoria Flying Club and a 
director of Victoria Flying 
Services, Howroyd’s enthu- 
siasm for flying. was infec- 
tious. 
Partner Claude Butler said 
“No one could be around Joe 
for any length of time without 
learning to fly.” 

Howroyd’s wife, Iris, and 
his son, John, both hold 
pilot's licences. 

He helped build the Butler- 


erecting hangars and build- 
ings that now house about 30 
planes. ; 

In 1967 his vintage Lus- 
combe plane won first prize 
over 70 competitors at a show 
in Reno, Nevada. 

A racing enthusiast, in the 
1930s he rode with the Vic- 
toria Motorcycle Club. He also 
raced with the Victoria In- 
board and Outboard Associa- 
tion, Car racing enthusiasts 
will remember the days when 
he was one of the officials at 
the old Langford car race 
track. :
